Craig at Salem at 11 o'clopk Fri¬ 
day morniDg. Judge Batsel was 
bom in Washington county, Ky g 
Dec 115, 1812. He united wtth 
the Baptist church at Hardio's 
Creek in August, 1838, having 
been conyerled by Rev. William 
Brown, He moved to monree 
couoty in 1858. In 1841 he was 
married to Amanda Moore. To 
them nine children were born, 
seven of whc>m are still livwg; ' 
His wife, a most excellent wo¬ 
man, died in 1880, and la 1989 be 
was married' to Mrs. Cynthia 
Jackson. Years ago he served 
Ihe people as oouDiy judge from 
the Eastern District, and back In 
Kentucky was Justice of the 
Peace for 12 years, 

‘'This, in brief, is a history of 
one of the most amaible and 
markable characters lois oouaty 
has ever lost. To within a few 
weeks before bis death he was 
vigorous in mipd and body, took 
great interest in the affairs of 
the world and was a most enter¬ 
taining conversatiubalist. His 
faculty for ceuining facts, diaies 
and statistics made of him a roc-, 
ognized authority on many top^ 
ics. In the years to come, how¬ 
ever, the memoryof bis lovable 
character, ms noble virturea-. as 
a citlxan, a Cbrmtian, counselor 
and friend will eclipse the traits 
that made him remarkable in 
other respects, and the influence
